Frrexos anp Fettow-Cimzens:-—The 
Manumission Society of Tennessee w: ong 
again to address you on the important sub- 
ject of Slavery. In e calling your attention 
to this subject, we wish not to deal in any 
thing like personal invective, or to cullect a 
catalogue of individual cruelties. Yet we 
believe that cruelty is as essential to our sys- 
tem of slavery, as breathing the yital air js 
to the sustenance of human life. 

We wish to present this sub ect, as it real- 
ly is. Slavery is either positively right, or 
positively wrong, 

Right, if it means any thing. must mean 
consistency with the will of God. There- 
fore, to eayuis by Whether slavery is right or 
wrong, is simply to euquire whether or not 
it is consistent with the will of God And 
here we know that the advocates of slavery 
come forth with this sweep! ng ar ‘oainent: 

‘ It must be consistent with the will of God, 
‘or he would not have permitted it? Tis 
we Say is a sw — ng argument, because if 
lit proves any thing at all, it will at one blow 
destroy the possi ‘bili ty of wrong in an Vv case 
whatever.
